The  zygomatic  and  temporal  processes  were  sheared  flf  F,  leaving  the 
zygomatic  arch  unattached sod  the  rrght  eye  socket  damaged-  From  here  the  sort  liisue  damage 
extended  rostralry  until  2  projectiles  left  the  skin,  one  cjudjf  dorsal  and  one  cauda?  ventral  ro  the  right 
eye  approximately  2  cm  caudally. 

in  my  estimation,  based  on  my  pathology  findings,  the  trajectory  of  the  bullet  could  best  be  described  as 
caudal  rostral,  i.e.  from  the  pact*  of  the  head  towards  the  nose.  These  findings  svgfresi  that  Candy  was 
shot  whne  reh-qat ina  from  the  shooter.

During  that  call.  I  shot  a  rottweiler  dog.  I  did  so  because  1  feared  bodily  injury. 

On  April  19, 2014. 1  was  dispatched  to  68 16  I'M  5 1 4;  also  in  Point,  Texas.  This 
Vvas  the  residence  of  Mr.  Cole  Mid%ton.  Shortly  after  my  arrival.  I  shot  his  blue  heeler 
dogt  Candy.  T  also  felt  in  imminent  danger  of  bodily  injury.
